AMERICAN MEDICAL ASSN. 
CELEBRATES CENTENNIAL 


The centennial anniversary of the 
American Medical Association will be 
held in Atlantic City, June 9-13. The 
Association was founded May 5, 1947, by 
a handful of delegates to the national 
medical convention in Philadelphia. To- 
day it has a membership of more than 
130,000. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal, in an interview prior to the con- 
vention said that several problems still 
face the medical profession. The im- 
portant ones, in his opinion, are: Heart 
disease, cancer, virus diseases, atomic 
radiations and their effect in human be- 
ings, high altitude flying and speed ef- 
fects on pilots, degenerative diseases of 
the nervous system and neuropsychiatric 
problems raised by our high-tension en- 
vironment. He said that the progress of 
medical science in the last fifty years was 
greater than in all of previous history 
and predicted that because of the in- 
creasing speed of the acquisition of medi- 
cal knowledge, it is possible that the next 
fifty years will see even greater progress.

Dr. James D. Blackwell, a member of 
the North Side Branch of the Chicago 
Dental Society, passed away May 4, 1947, 
at the home of relatives at Galena, where 
he has been in ill health for some time.
